Supervisor Hahn Indicates 
County To Save $1.3 Million 


Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
reports that the crackdow.r 
he initiated of the use of 
County vehicles by e m - 
ployees means the county 
will use about one million 
galloins less fuel this yeai' 
than last. 

“When I brought in the 
motion last year to out back 
500 vehicles which were then 
being driven by employees, 
I was certain that it would 
result in substantial savings 
in the taxpayer,” Hahn said 

“Saving this amount of 
fuel a year is a real pay¬ 
off on the program and is 
also important in the energy 
crisis now facing the na¬ 
tion.” 

In commenting on a re¬ 
port he received from Coun¬ 
ty Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer Harry Hufford, Hahn 
said that the Board of Sup¬ 
ervisors’ tough policy on so- 
called “permittee” drivers is 
also showing dividends. 

He said that “permittees” 
are those employees auth¬ 
orized to drive their automo¬ 
biles on county business and 
be reimbursed. 

Comparing mileage over 
the period March-May, 1976 
to the same time frame this 
year, Hahn said average 
monthly reductions are run¬ 
ning more than $100,000. 

Estimated annual savings, 
compared with last year, are 
projected to run about $1.3 
million. 

Hahn said this is due to a 
new and tougher stand taken 
last January in recertifying 
drivers to receive county 


mileage payments. 

“I am going to keep a 
close watch on these pro¬ 
grams to make sure that the 
Board's policy is strictly en¬ 
forced,” Hahn added.

Housing Starts In 
April Fall Off 

New housing starts in 
California for April were 
down sharply from the 
March rate, according to 
Bank of America. 

The seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of starts In 
April was 222,000 units, 24 
per cent less than ehe March 
rate of 292,0(X> units. Actual 
starts only declined 10 per 
cent, the bank added, but 
April usually reco r d s a 
strong seasonal increase. 

Actual housing starts in 
California for the first four 
months of 1977 were up 66 
per cent from the same 
period last year, bank eco¬ 
nomists said. Single family 
housing starts continue to 
account for about two-thirds 
of the total starts in the 
state.

Gasoline Usage 
Still Going Up 

California motorists con¬ 
tinued to set records for 
gasoline consump t i o n in 
April. 

George R. Reilly, mem¬ 
ber, State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, announced that the 
915.5 million gall o n s of 
gasoline used in April set a 
record for that month — 
2.4 per cent above April. 
1976, and a sizeable 10.5 per 
cent more than April 1975. 

Reilly reported, however, 
that April usage decreased 
by 5.3 per cent from the pre¬ 
ceding month of March, the 
all-time record high month. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by dis¬ 
tributors to retail outlets, 
brokers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale dis¬ 
tributors pay seven-cents- 
per-gallon tax on their dis¬ 
tribution to retailers. The 
State Beard of Equalization 
administers that fuel tax. 

Reilly said that Califor¬ 
nia’s April revenue from that 
tax was $64.1 milliori, up 
$1.5 million from April, 1976, 
but down. $3.5 million from 
March, 1977.

$2.75 Billion State Surplus 


California will end this fiscal year with an unprece¬ 
dented $2.74 billion surplus — a surplus created by tax 
collections which have grown markedly due to inflation 
and to spending which was slightly under estimates 

The surplus itself is greater tlxan the total budget 
adopted toy the legislature for all budget periods prior to 

Announcement of the surplus, whioh was $1 billion 
greater than January estimates made when the 1977-78 
budget was presented to the legislature by the governor, 
came with a statement by Governor Edmiund G. Brown, 
Jr., that he would use it to Increase th.e property tax relief 
and school finance measures currently moving through 
the legislature. Even after augmenting these programs, 
the state will have more than $1 billion surplus. 

When the budget was submitted in January it was 
estimated the surplus would be $1,465 billion to start the 
1977-78 fiscal year. Since then the surplus has mcerased 
by $354.2 million more in revenue® than anticipated and 
by $263.2 million less in expenditures than amticipated. 
Going into the 1977-78 fiscal year. Finance Dir^or Roy 
Bell estimates there will be another $372.7 million more 
in revenues than originally projected .and there will be 
another $13 million in savings because state exepnditures 
will not reach the originally anticipated levels. That will 
produce a surplus in 1978 of $2,468 million. 

Federal revenue sharing funds of $277.5 million will 
raise the surplus to the $2,746 billion level. 

The announcement of surplus was accompanied by 
a statement by Bell of how it would be used. Part of it 
will be used up by the legislature in post-budget appropri¬ 
ation measures and $200 has been included for that. This 
Includes $25 mililoin for possible drought assistance. 

School finance (Serrano) appropriations will be in¬ 
will be increased to $300 million, $80 million more than in 
the original budget. 

The proposals for proi)erty tax relief will be Increased 
$370 milUon over the January budget proposals. This in¬ 
cludes $500 million for homeowner relief, $250 million for
